five. Benali, who spent 17 
years at Saints, has been 
thrilled with the perfor¬ 
mance of the team under 
Adkins, who he believes has 
been “exemplary” since 
being appointed. 

“You can only judge him 
on what he’s done to date, 
and that so far has been fan¬ 
tastic,” he said. 

“We’ve been promoted and 
we’ve started this season in 
an incredible manner, so 
there’s nothing to criti¬ 
cise and fault. 

“There were proba¬ 
bly question marks 
,; about his appointment 
initially, given the 
circumstances 
that Alan 

Pardew left and 
whether it was 
right to dismiss 
him at that point 
or not.”

NIGEL Adkins believes Saints 
are in great shape - both 
literally and metaphorically 
- as they headed into this 
weekend’s international 
break. 

The team currently has a week¬ 
end off, as the Premier League 
and Championship take a back 
seat to England. 

That has given everyone a 
chance to sit back and assess 
Saints’ start to the season, which 
has been pretty spectacular. 

Four wins out of five in the 
league see them sitting second in 
the table, while they have also 
cruised into the third round of 
the Carling Cup. 

Adkins is pleased with the 
opening couple of weeks, and 
believes it is partly down to the 
physical shape the squad are in. 

“I think we’ve had an excep¬ 
tionally good pre-season and the 
lads are in great nick,” said the 
manager. 

“We’ve played some good foot¬ 
ball and had a good start in 
terms of winning games and 
playing good football, penetra¬ 
tive football and scoring goals.

who are one of the favourites, 
we have gone there and second 
half totally controlled the game. 

“You look at the stats after¬ 
wards when you analyse it and 
the fitness side and we are in 
great nick physically, which is a 
great improvement from where 
we were from Christmas 
onwards. 

“Great credit to the players 
and the fitness staff, like Nick 
Harvey, nutritionist Mike, and 
everybody working very hard. 

“I think the training that we 
do is very good and you can see 
that in how we’re trying to play 
and physically how good we 
are.” 

The 3-2 defeat at Leicester last 
weekend ended an incredible 
run of ten consecutive league 
victories. 

And Adkins is thrilled that the 
players seem to have developed 
a real winning mentality. 

“Since we joined this magnifi¬ 
cent football club we want to 
win every game,” he said. 

“Every game we try and win 
and we’ve been okay up to now, 
but we’ve got to try and keep 
that mentality about ourselves. 

“We are trying to keep pro¬ 
gressing and keep playing foot¬ 
ball the way I want to play 
which is entertaining, passing 
the football and try and be pen¬ 
etrative and try and score 
goals.”

“But from what I’ve 
seen, and what he’s 
done and achieved with 
the team on the football 
pitch, it’s been exem¬ 
plary.” 

Benali, pictured, has 
not been shocked by 
Saints’ sensational start 
to the season. 

“It’s been absolutely 
amazing, and in some 
ways not a surprise 
really, because of the 
way the boys and the 
team performed last 
year,” he said. 

“It’s been exactly the 
case that the momen¬ 
tum that we’ve heard 
spoken about has car¬ 
ried on throughout the 


close season. 

“They’ve picked up 
exactly where they left 
off last season.

“Anyone who’s 
realistic and honest 
enough will know, 
as fantastic a start 
as it is, any foot¬ 
ball season - no 
matter what divi¬ 
sion you’re in 
- is a 
long, 
hard, 
slog,” 
he said. 

“Lots 
o f 
things 
can 


happen between now 
and the end of the sea¬ 
son - injuries, loss of 
form, suspensions, all 
kinds of things. 

“It’s a tough ask to 
keep that momentum 
right throughout the 
campaign. 

“But that’s not to say 
it’s impossible. 

“Teams do it, and it 
can be done. 

“If you get that little 
bit of luck go your way 
then there’s no reason 
that we shouldn’t be 
right up there come the 
end of the season. 

“But it’s the perfect 
start. It’s much better 
being sat where they 
are at the moment, than 


sat looking up at the 
rest of the table with 
only a point or two on 
the board.” 

Benali added: “Results 
and winning breeds 
confidence, and I’m 
sure among the squad 
that’s sky high right 
now. 

“I would be virtually 
certain that any game 
they’re going into at the 
moment they’ll be going 
in with the mindset to 
win it, not just pick up a 
point here and there, or 
win the odd game at 
home. 

“They’ll be going into 
any match, home or 
away, to pick up maxi¬ 
mum points.”

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Defender stable after nightclub incident 


SAINTS star Dan Seaborne was 
today described as being in a stable 
and conscious condition despite suf¬ 
fering life-threatening head injuries 
in an incident outside a city night¬ 
club in the early hours of Friday 
morning. 

The 24-year-old defender, pictured, 
was awake and talking to medical 
staff who are treating him at 
Southampton’s specialist Wessex 


Neuroligical Unit for a suspected 
fractured skull. 

Seaborne suffered the injury 
around 2.45am on Friday after being 
ordered to leave Junk nightclub in 
London Road with a friend - under¬ 
stood to be a fellow footballer from 
Peterborough. 

The player’s family and friends as 
well as Saints manager Nigel Adkins 
and the club doctor have all been at 


his hospital bedside. 

Seaborne was rushed to 
Southampton General Hospital 
around 3.30am after a doctor and 
paramedics spent some time treating 
him on the ground outside the venue. 

It is believed they managed to bring 
him round and he was initially 
conscious in the ambulance, but his 
condition deteriorated during the 
journey. 



THE close of the transfer 
window would have been a 
bitter-sweet moment for Nigel 
Adkins. 

The Saints boss, like many of his 
counterparts, must have breathed a 
sigh of relief at 11pm on Wednesday. 

The madness, at least for a short 
while, is over and it’s back to the foot¬ 
ball - thank goodness. 

But the close of this summer’s win¬ 
dow wasn’t an entirely welcome one 
for the Saints manager. 

After all, it shut with his business 
incomplete and he must have longed 
for just a few more frenzied days. 

Adkins’ priority targets for the new 
season had been clear for some time, at 
least positionally. 

A dominant left-sided centre half, 
another quality central midfielder and 
a proven Championship striker. 

In one of those departments - mid- 
field - we can be certain Adkins has 
been successful. 

In another - centre back - we must 
withhold judgement. 

And in the final area - striker - we 
know the club has failed. 

Billy Sharp seemed a certainty to 
join, but he turned Saints down after 
they had agreed a £3.25m fee with 
Doncaster. 

That was the first blow, but it was not 
to be the last. Attention turned to highly- 
rated Burnley youngster Jay Rodriguez. 


But, despite a furious pursuit of the 
22-year-old, which included bids of 
£4.5m and £5m, Saints were met with 
firm resistance by the Clarets. 

MK Dons frontman Sam Baldock 
was another target, but he opted for 
West Ham over St Mary’s. 

But, while Saints may have failed to 
add to their forward line, that is far 
from a disaster. 

Rickie Lambert and David Connolly 
have forged an excellent pairing in the 
opening weeks of the season, while Lee 
Barnard is still in reserve. 

It is in the centre of midfield where 
Adkins has been most successful in 
the transfer market. 

Jack Cork’s signing has been an 
inspired one. Adkins has said Cork 
was top of his list of targets this sum¬ 
mer, and it is clear to see why. 

The former Chelsea man’s perfor¬ 
mances in midfield have truly elevated 
the team in that position. 

At the back, it remains to be seen 
how well Saints have bought. Jos 
Hooiveld arrived on loan until 
January from Celtic in the final 
moments before the deadline. 



The Dutchman is a towering, left- 
footed centre half - ticking all the 
physical attributes Adkins was after, 
but the 28-year-old was far from first 
choice. That tag went to Tunisian 
international Ammar Jemal, who was 
all set to sign from Swiss side Young 
Boys, before a late disagreement with 
Saints saw his move collapse. 

The club then failed to get a deal for 
QPR’s Kaspars Gorkss over the line, 
with Gorkss joined Reading instead. 

And, finally, after agreeing a fee 
for Bristol City’s Liam Fontaine, 

Saints pulled out of the transfer 
after expressing reservations 
over the player’s ankle. 

Hooiveld’s arrival signalled 
the end of an increasingly 
calamitous search for a new 
centre back, but we 
must wait to see 
whether Saints 
have com¬ 
pletely sal¬ 
vaged the sit¬ 
uation, or 
whether they 
will pay the 
price for fail¬ 
ing to com¬ 
plete one of 



their earlier deals. 

Hooiveld’s signing marked the 
fourth new player of the summer. 

Adkins always insisted that Saints 
would add sensibly, sagely refusing to 
overhaul the squad that earned an 
escape from League One. 

True to his word, the club have intro¬ 
duced only a small amount of new 
blood to their system. 

On top of Cork and Hooiveld, only 
Steve De Ridder and Danny Fox 
have been acquired. 

Of course, Saints have lost 
players too. Midfielder 
Oscar Gobern turned his 
back on a new contract to 
join Huddersfield and want- 
away winger Jason 
Puncheon, pictured, who 
was loaned out to QPR right 
on the deadline. The 
biggest departure, 
though, was unques¬ 
tionably Alex 
Chamberlain to 
Arsenal. 

The loss of any tal¬ 
ented young player 
can only be soothed 
so much by money. 
But the block¬ 


buster £12m deal was good business 
for all concerned. 

Arsenal finally got their man, while 
Saints received over the odds for a 
player they didn’t yet rely enormously 
on. The biggest frustration in the wake 
of that deal is that Adkins has been 
able to spend so little of the money - 
just £1.8m on Fox. 

But Saints’ squad was never one that 
needed an enormous amount of work - 
the fact the team sits second in the 
Championship table right now proves 
that. They have already shown beyond 
a shadow of a doubt that they belong in 
this league. 

However, sustaining a promotion 
push for an entire season, requires 
enormous depth - as well as some good 
fortune. 

While Adkins will be 
pleased with some of the 
work in the transfer market 
this summer, there is no hid¬ 
ing from the fact that the club 
was unable to complete 
everything he had hoped for. 

How much, if at all, that hurts 
Saints remains to be seen. 

But Adkins probably wishes 
he had just a little more time 
to work with. 
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Win boosts 
Hampshire 
survival bid 

IMRAN Tahir said farewell with two 
wickets this morning as Hampshire 
completed a vital victory against 
Somerset at Taunton. 

Now contracted by South Africa, 
Tahir will miss Hampshire’s last two 
games of this season, against 
Lancashire at Liverpool before 
Warwickshire visit The Rose Bowl in 
the last round of games, to prepare 
for the Proteas’ forthcoming series 
against Australia. 

And he will be replaced by Simon 
Katich next year, when he is expect¬ 
ed to be playing for South Africa 
against England. But he finished 
with 4-125 this morning after taking 
two of the last three Somerset 
wickets to fall as Hampshire com¬ 
pleted victory by an innings and 61 
runs. 

Somerset resumed on 266-7 this 
morning, still 157 behind 
Hampshire’s first-innings 627-9 
declared - the county’s highest total 
for six years. But despite some 
resistance from Alfonso Thomas 
and Murali Kartik, who added 50 for 
the eighth wicket this morning, 
Hampshire completed a third win in

games before lunch. 

Somerset were bowled out for 
362 in their second innings. 

Thomas (94) drove Tahir to cap¬ 
tain Jimmy Adams at mid-on and 
after Dimi Mascarenhas (3-70) 
trapped Kartik Ibw playing no shot, 
it was fitting that Hampshire’s leg 
spinner took the final wicket, with 
Chris Wood holding on at point to 
dismiss Steve Kirby. 

Adams, deputising for Dominic 
Cork, is Hampshire’s first captain 
since Mark Nicholas in 1993 to lead 
the county to three successive 
away wins. 

Although Hampshire’s latest win 
is not enough to take them off the 
bottom of the first division, the 23 
points they earned at Taunton has 
taken them to within 19 of a place 
outside the relegation zone.

THE transfer window - the 
excitement, the drama, the... 
oh, to hell with it, let’s be hon¬ 
est, the 2011 August transfer 
window was deathly dull. 

When the most exciting signings 
at the close of play were Peter 
Crouch and Mikel Arteta you 
know it’s been a bit of a let-down. 

A quick perusal of various 
Internet message boards show 
that there are numerous fans 
unhappy at the apparent lack of 
transfer activity. 

How can we sleep at night know¬ 
ing that Saints haven’t spent an 
extortionate amount of money on 
a player that isn’t better than what 
we already have or available in 
January for half the price? 

The transfer window isn’t really 
about who needs what, it’s about 
bluff and bravado. Burnley will no 
doubt be patting themselves on the 
back at slapping a ridiculous price 
on Jay Rodriguez’s head, but I 
wonder if they’ll be so clever come 
January. 

I’d hazard a guess that secretly 
Burnley wanted Saints to buy 
their star striker. It’s highly 
unlikely that Burnley will be in 
the promotion mix and, with the 
parachute payments drying up, 
they’re hardly in a good place at 
the moment. 

DEEPmOUBLE 

With Saints, Leicester, West 
Ham and Birmingham all having 
the potential to be big clubs in the 
Championship, the promotion 
places are few and far between. 

If Burnley are honest with them¬ 
selves they’ll know that the clock 
is ticking and if they’re not in the 
top ten or so by then they’ll be in 
deep trouble. 

I’d hazard a guess and say that if 
they’re demanding £6 million for 
Rodriguez now they’ll be prepared 
to take a lot less come January 
and why should Saints pay a huge 
fee when they could pay a lot less 
come the next transfer window? 

Of course, with everyone know¬ 
ing Saints have £12 million in the 
bank from the Alex Chamberlain 
deal and Leicester’s big spending 
setting the transfer benchmark 
ludicrously high, it would be nigh 
on impossible for Saints to get 
anything resembling a decent deal 
at the moment.

THE English Premier League 
summer transfer window 
saw a whopping £485m 
spent this year. 

That is just £15m less than the 
record 2008 window. 

It is quite astounding that clubs 
should be so recession-resilient, 
given the current economic cli¬ 
mate. 

But the scramble to beat last 
Wednesday’s 11pm deadline saw 
the majority of deals happening 
at the top end of the Premier 
League. 

It would have come as great 
relief to all Arsenal supporters to 
see their manager, Arsene 
Wenger, open his moth-eaten 
purse. 

His purchase of 6ft 6in one- 
paced centre back Per 
Mertesacker from Werder 
Bremen needs to be looked at a 
little closer. 

The German international was 
the senior figure in a defence that 
conceded over 60 goals last sea¬ 
son in the Bundesliga. 

A big asset is his ability from 
dead-ball situations, scoring 19 
goals since making his top-flight 
debut, for Hannover, in 2003. 

That is a goal ratio not far from 



two Arsenal strikers, Marouane 
Chamakh and Nicklas Bendtner. 

And it doesn’t stop there for the 
Gunners. 

Brazilian full back Andre 
Santos, who loves to bomb down 
the wing, arrived from 
Fenerbahce. 

I don’t want to worry Arsenal 
supporters, but I get the feeling 
these two are more adept at 
attacking than defending. 

Then there is striker Park Chu- 
Young, the South Korea captain, 
who has joined from newly-rele¬ 
gated Monaco, in what could be 
a marketing signing, rather 
than an asset on the field. 

And the Gunners also cap¬ 
tured Mikel Arteta, Everton’s 
Spanish midfielder. 

He forced a transfer 
away from Goodison 
Park by slapping in a 
transfer request just 
an hour before the 
deadline. 

Joining him will 
be Israel captain 
and Chelsea play¬ 
er Yossi Benayoun 
on a year’s loan 

All these signings came in 
the wake of the incredible 8-2 
hammering at Old Trafford, 


when Manchester United ran riot 
over a depleted Arsenal. 

I just hope these signings will 
rekindle the passion at the 
Emirates and Wenger’s philoso¬ 
phy of a passing game, which has 
been such a delight to watch over 
many seasons. 

Tony Pulis, Stoke’s manager, 
moved smoothly to secure the 
Honduras captain, Wilson 
Palacios, from Spurs. 

He was joined at the 
Britannia Stadium by 
England internation¬ 
al Peter Crouch, 
reluctantly I am told. 

Crouch, who balked 
at the idea of leaving 
London, decided to 
move after he 
was informed 
that he may 
not be in 
Spurs’ 25- 
m a n 
squad for 
this sea- 
ion.

very comfortably at Stoke, as the 
team’s natural aggression and 
route one football should suit 
both players. 

One transfer that completely 
took me by surprise was Raul 
Meireles’ move from Anfield to 
Chelsea. 

The Portugal international was 
one of the real successes at 
Liverpool last season, in my opin¬ 
ion. 

His departure may have been a 
case of recouping some of the 
£100m-plus that Kenny Dalglish 
has spent since his arrival back 
as manager. 

An interesting addition to the 
Liverpool squad is Craig 
Bellamy, the Manchester City 
reject, who last played for the 
Reds in 2007. 

The Welsh international, now 
32-years-old, has always scored 
goals. 

Although he only played 40 
games for Manchester City, up to 
2009/10, he still netted a useful 13 
goals. 

There were plenty of other 
moves that caught my eye too. 

One of my favourite players, 
Shaun Wright-Phillips, moved to 
QPR - at the time becoming the 
11th new arrival at Loftus Road 


since the club achieved promo¬ 
tion to the Premier League. 

Spurs finally signed last year’s 
player-of-the-year, Scott Parker, 
from West Ham. 

Tottenham’s Scottish right- 
back Alan Hutton has joined 
Aston Villa, while many more 
players have moved on, hoping 
for success at their new clubs. 

But there is one transfer above 
all others that really fascinates 
me. 

That is Owen Hargreaves’ move 
from the red half of Manchester 
to the blue half. 

Hargreaves was released by 
Manchester United after a four- 
year injury-blighted stay. 

At his best, Hargreaves has the 
ability to transform a team’s per¬ 
formance with his boundless 
energy. 

I liked his attitude and persis¬ 
tence putting himself on show, 
through a video, hoping to prove 
his fitness to any club that would 
give him a chance. 

City stepped in and have given 
him a one-year contract. 

Let’s now hope his fortunes 
change for the better and this 
bundle of energy can grace the 
Premier League again with his 
presence.

TRANSFER deadline day has 
passed once again, although 
this year it’s hard to gamer 
exactly what the overriding 
feeling is amongst Saints fans. 

The day itself concluded without 
too much drama at St. Mary’s, 
despite many hoping for some big 
money arrivals. 

Taken as a whole, the window 
hasn’t been too bad. 

Jack Cork is a top notch addition 
and, for just £750,000, is astounding 
value. 

Steve De Ridder is still an 
unknown quantity but looks 
promising. 

The Danny Fox deal seems a bit 
odd on the surface, as it has still to 
be revealed exactly what plans 
Adkins has for him - but he is cer¬ 
tainly a capable player. 

The 11th hour signing of De 
Hooiveld again looks like a sensible 
addition in a position that needed 
another option. 

Departures of Puncheon and 
Chamberlain actually seem like 
great business. 

The fee from Arsenal for the lat¬ 
ter is phenomenal and despite his 
talent, few seem sorry to see 
Puncheon go. 

So the deals we know were com¬ 
pleted look solid bits of business. 

What intrigues me - not worries - 
is why other deals didn’t happen. 

Saints were certainly keen to get 
Tunisian defender Ammar Jemal, 
but the deal fell down in rather bad 
terms, going by the quotes from the 
player himself, and whatever went 
on over Jasper Gorkss certainly 


left a bad taste in Neil Warnock’s 
mouth - although, to be fair, 
Warnock isn’t known for a cheery 
disposition. 

Without knowing what went on 
behind closed doors it’s not really 
worth getting too bogged down in 
it, but I’m sure we’d all like to know 
who was top of Saints’ list of tar¬ 
gets, even just for idle curiosity. 

So as we look to the loan window 

- presumably for a new striker - we 
just have to hope that neither 
Lambert or Connolly get injured. 

The start we’ve had to life in this 
division has been superb and cer¬ 
tainly blew away my expectations. 

But if we are indeed looking at 
replicating what Norwich did last 
year - which was fairly exceptional 
lest we forget - we do need a bit 
more depth up top. After all, the 
Canaries did add seven new play¬ 
ers to the side that won League One 

- we’ve added four. 

Overall, I’m pleased with the 
transfers overseen by Saints. In 
fact, when it comes to Cork, I’m 
thrilled, as he has already added a 
new dimension to the team’s play. 

But, as ever in football, it is vital 
to keep improving. It is important 
our fantastic August doesn’t give 
us false expectations. 

I know this reads a bit doom and 
gloom - which most certainly is not 
how I view Saints’ chances - but 
I’ve allowed to myself to be carried 
away before, and the deflation is so 
much worse as a result. 

We have a good squad playing 
some superb football. But let’s not 
get too carried away just yet, 
please?

SAINTS’ academy staff down the years 
have rightly received many plaudits for 
developing players that have generated 
huge amounts of cash for the club. 

It has been going on right back since 
Lawrie McMenemy first developed 
such a strong youth system at The Dell 
and Dave Merrington was so prolific in 
bringing through top youngsters. 

It has continued into the age of the 
licensed academy and, since Wayne 
Bridge left St Mary’s, Saints have 
banked £40m as a result, which is a 
very tidy sum indeed. 

But how about, rather than complain¬ 
ing about players who have gone, for a 
while we focus on one who has stayed? 

Adam Lallana, main picture, is sim¬ 
ply terrific. 

Alright, he did start at \ 
Bournemouth of course, 
and Saints paid the 
Cherries to bring him 
along the south coast. 

But his most formative foot¬ 
balling development years 
have been spent under the 
coaches at Saints. 

And the time put into him has 
paid off richly, not in terms of a trans¬ 
fer fee but what he’s doing on the pitch. 

Saints’ start to the season has been 
\ superb, making it hard to single out 
an individual player. But as he is a 
local lad the focus rightly goes on 
Lallana more than any other. 

He is the player that really seems 



right now as if he could go all the way. 

Lallana just seems to get better and 
better. Whether Championship teams 
will start trying to double up on him to 
try and nullify his talent, and how he 
will respond, remains to be seen. 

But in terms of pure skill, and the 
ability to then deliver that into effective 
performances on the pitch, he is sub¬ 
lime. A real pleasure to watch. 

Comparisons come too easily some¬ 
times but it’s not too big a stretch to say 
there is something of Matt Le Tissier, 
pictured inset, about him. 

Who knows whether Lallana will still 
be a Saint for the rest of his career. 

Like all these things, it probably does 
depend partly on whether a Premier 
League manager finally decides he can 
find a position to play him in and takes 
a punt on signing him. 

But Saints fans should make the 
most of him while they can.

TRANSFER MADNESS, 


HARRY Redknapp, Andre 
Villas-Boas and Arsene 
Weneger have all said they 
wish the transfer window 
closed before the start of the 
season - it’s easy to under¬ 
stand how they feel. 

Deadline week is always going to 
be a mass rush to try and plug gaps 
in any squad but coming as it does 
after the first few weeks of the sea¬ 
son is a bit of a mixed bag. 

The reason we are doing it in 
England is to fall in line with other 
countries but it doesn’t seem to suit 
our own brilliantly well. 

Alright, it gives managers a 
chance to assess their squad early 
on and made decisions over what 
holes need to be filled. 

But if you view football manage¬ 
ment as something of a unique skill 
then it hardly tests it to the full. 

Surely the greatest test of any 
manager would be to have the win¬ 
dow close before the start of the sea¬ 
son. 

That way managers would have to 
ensure they had a squad put togeth¬ 


er that they were going to be happy 
to take through until January. 

It would also stop teams being 
badly disrupted by on-off transfer 
sagas that don’t get settled until the 
last minute. 

The whole transfer window 
debate raises its head at this time 
every year. 

Many say it inevitably pushes up 
the prices up but this year it’s been 
a bit foggy as the cost of players gen¬ 
erally seems to have soared. 

Have a look at Saints. They sold 
Alex Chamberlain for a massive 
fee, which is of course good for the 
club. 

But then they have failed to bring 
in some of the players they want, 
and part of that can only be down to 
price. 

Jay Rodriguez was the subject of a 
£4.5m bid. That seems a very steep 
price indeed before Burnley turned 
it down. 

To then go back with more is a 
tough call to make. 

But Saints, like all clubs, cannot 
have it all ways. They cannot expect 
to sell for top dollar but buy at bar¬ 
gain basement prices - unless what 


they want is bargain basement 
players of course. 

The transfer window does little for 
clubs down the Football League. 
They would argue that there should 
not be a transfer window at all. 

It’s hard to take the window too 
seriously anyway when you have 
the emergency loans window. 

Once upon a time you actually 
had to pretend that you were bring¬ 
ing in a loan for a genuine emer¬ 
gency. 

Nowadays the word emergency 
seems to be totally irrelevant, it is 
simply a loan window. 

It is totally necessary for cash 
strapped clubs with small squads 
that do sometimes need a player at 
short notice. 

But you cannot argue that clubs 
such as West Ham or Saints should 
be bracketed in the same regard as 
the likes of Torquay. 

The whole transfer system is a 
mess and in desperate need of a 
shake up. 

It’s hard to spot many winners out 
of it, other than the agents and play¬ 
ers who use it to their own advan¬ 
tage.

LATE goals from KrysUan 
Pearce and Cristian 
Montano sentenced 
Cherries to a fifth league 
defeat in six at Meadow 
Lane today. 

Pearce and Montano netted 
in the final 11 minutes after 
Marc Pugh’s goal had can¬ 
celled out Lee Hughes’s 
quickfire opener just 52 sec¬ 
onds in. 


Until the late collapse, Lee 
Bradbury’s men had looked 
like earning a deserved share 
of the spoils thanks to a 
much-improved second-half 
showing. 

But a fourth league defeat 
on the trot - which capped a 
forgettable week in the club’s 
recent history - leaves 
Cherries marooned in the

Go to Saints says Mitchell

“I love my wife and kids 
and there is no way I am 
going to come to a place 
where they get verbally 
abused. 

“I am constantly verbally 
abused on my phone and 
people use tricks to get my 
number. 

“One supporter came to 
the club when I was away 
and told the receptionist 
he was a scout and had a 
fantastic player to offer us 
who wanted to come in, 
and could I phone him. 

“I phoned him and he 


then got my number and he 
has texted me probably 
150 times to give me 
abuse. 

“I could show you the 
messages and they are 
very personal towards my 
family. 

“If football wants to 
breed those types of peo¬ 
ple, then I would be well 
out of it.” 

Mitchell was speaking 
after a heated BBC Radio 
Solent fans’ forum. 

The chairman came in for 
plenty of tough questions 
from angry fans. 

Mitchell responded to 
criticism by suggesting 
fans could go and watch 
rivals Southampton 
instead.

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Browne: He 
was one of

DEVASTATED Alex Browne 
reflected on Mark Ovendale’s 
death and admitted the game 
had lost one of the most dedi¬ 
cated professionals he had 
ever seen. 

Ovendale joined Wimborne 
Town’s coaching staff under 
then boss Christer Warren in 
2008 after calling time on his 
playing career at Newport 
County. 

Browne took the Cuthbury 
reins later that year and 
thrust Ovendale between the 
sticks in his first game in 
charge as Magpies downed 
Wootton Bassett in the FA 
Vase third round. 

Ovendale went on to make 
several appearances for the 
East Dorset side under 
Browne, as well as continuing 
the coaching of goalkeepers 
Alan Walker-Harris and Dan 
Ackerman. 

“I had played against Mark 
when I was at Weymouth and 
Dorchester and he was play¬ 
ing for Newport County,” said 
Brown, pictured below. 

“He had real character and I 
can honestly say he was the 
best trainer I had ever seen. 
“He was first out and last in at 
Wimborne and Alan Walker- 
Harris will vouch for that. He 
was a fantastic trainer and 
never accepted 
second best. 

“I used to 
look at his 
physique 
and he 
was as fit 
as a 20- 
year-old. 

He could 
out-run 
of the lads 
his age and his 
attitude was top-class. 

“He was the type of bloke who 
had worked hard for every¬ 
thing he had achieved. He 
wasn’t given anything and he 
just put so much effort into 
his training. That kind of atti¬ 
tude is lacking today, both in 
society and in football. 

“You could tell he had such a 
will to win and a desire to be 
as good as he could be. 

“I can remember training once 
just after I had taken the 
Wimborne job. It was 
December and freezing cold, 
but he was out training in a t- 
shirt and shorts, rolling about 
in the mud. He used to come 
in soaking and then go out 
again and do some sit-ups and 
press-ups in just his shorts! 
That was the sort of character 
he was.” 

Ovendale left Magpies in 2009 
and was diagnosed with can¬ 
cer earlier this year. 

He had been receiving treat¬ 
ment at a hospice in the 
Principality, but died on 
Monday aged 37. 



‘Machine ’ earned on 
fighting until the end 


ALAN Walker-Harris has vowed 
to live by idol Mark Ovendale’s 
“Machine” philosophy, writes 
NEIL MELDRUM. 

Former Wimborne keeper 
Walker-Harris spent the weekend 
at Ovendale’s bedside in Wales and 
described his ex-coach as “like a 
brother”. 

Walker-Harris, now at 
Conference South outfit 
Dorchester, said: “He was a really 
infectious person. 

“I looked up to him and I idolised 
him. Christer Warren, who was 
managing Wimborne at the time, 
said he would be good for me and 
he really was - not just in football 
terms, but outside of the game as 
well. 

“He was like a brother to a lot of 
people, including me, because he 
had a real interest in his mates. The 
things he did for people were amaz¬ 
ing. 

“I spent the weekend up in Wales 
and the previous weekend as well. 

“He asked how things were going 
for me when I was up there because 
I’m out with an ankle injury at the 
moment, but the first thing he 
asked me was if I was still driving 
my shiny van with the big rims. 

“I told him I had put some new 
rims on it and he just said: ‘Grow 
up’. 

“He wasn’t talking a lot but he 
was still cracking jokes!” 

Walker-Harris learned of 
Ovendale’s passing following 
Dorchester’s clash with Truro City 
on Monday. 

The former Cherries keeper had 
been battling cancer since last year 
and had spent much of 2011 receiv¬ 
ing treatment at a hospice in Wales. 

Walker-Harris added: “It was 
some fight he put up. It was unbe¬ 
lievable. 

“We were all stood around him on 
Saturday because it didn’t look

good. Nobody said a word for about 
three hours because he would be 
breathing away and then suddenly 
stop. 

“Then he would take a massive 
gasp of air and start again. That 
was Mark. He just didn’t want to be 
beaten by it. He never gave up on 


anything. 

“His saying was ‘I’m a machine’. 
That will always stay with me 
because he used to say it all the 
time. 

“Even when the doctors told him 
last October that he might only 
have a year left, he said to me: 


‘They don’t know who they are 
dealing with. I’m a machine. It 
won’t beat me’. 

“That kind of fighting spirit has 
inspired me. 

“He has given me a different out¬ 
look and I will never moan about 
anything ever again.” 


Penalty incident tested duo’s friendship 


RICHARD Hughes still 
remembers the day he 
put his close friendship 
with Mark Ovendale on 
the line. 

Hughes and Ovendale, 
team-mates for two years 
at Dean Court, found 
themselves on opposite 
sides when Cherries host¬ 
ed Luton on New Year’s 
Day 2001. 

And with Mel Machin’s 
men trailing 2-1, a pivotal 
moment in their friend¬ 
ship came when Cherries 


were awarded a penalty. 

Hughes said: “Mark 
always fancied himself as 
a penalty-taker and once 
saved two and scored one 
in a cup final in Wales. 

“He always thought he 
should have been a can¬ 
didate to take them for us 
and we used to discuss 
which way we would put 
them. I told him I would 
always go to the keeper’s 
right. 

“We were on our way to 
play snooker one day and 


he mentioned that if ever 
we played against each 
other, I would have to 
change because he would 
know which way I was 
going to go. I just said I 
wouldn’t have to change 
because I would place it 
so well. 

“You never think it is 
going to happen. I wasn’t 
on penalties at the time 
and Mark was a team¬ 
mate. But the following 
season, he went to Luton 
and I became penalty 


taker after Steve 
Robinson had left. 

“We played Luton on 
New Year’s Day and 
were losing 2-1 when we 
were awarded a penalty. 
Jermain Defoe was des¬ 
perate to take it because 
he was in the middle of 
his great run. But I said 
I knew which way the 
keeper was going to go. 

“Mark and myself had 
spoken about it the 
night before and our 
conversation came back 


to me. I went to his left 
and scored. 

“Mark was the first 
person I went to after 
the game. 

“He accepted it and 
took it in the right spir¬ 
it. 

“We had a few days off 
after the match and I 
spent the time with 
Mark and his family in 
Bedfordshire. I was still 
welcome, even though I 
had scored the penalty 
and changed my mind!”

STEVE Fletcher says 
Mark Ovendale’s League 
Cup heroics gave him two 
of the main highlights of 
his 23-year career. 

Ovendale’s exploits 
helped Cherries claim the 
scalps of Championship 
outfits Wolves and 
Charlton in successive 
seasons.

Teammates lead 

tributes for Mark 



RICHARD Hughes and Mark 
Stein have led a host of emo¬ 
tional tributes to former 
Cherries goalkeeper Mark 
Ovendale, who died on 
Monday, aged 37, writes NEIL 
PERRETT. 

Hughes and Stein had visited 
Ovendale just a fortnight before he 
passed away in a hospice near the 
family home in south Wales. He 
had been diagnosed with cancer 
late last year. 

Ovendale made 111 appearances 
for Cherries after signing from 
Barry Town in July 1998. He kept 41 
clean sheets in two seasons before 
joining Luton Town for £425,000 in 
August 2000. 

He also played locally for 
Wimborne Town and turned out 
for Dorchester against Cherries in 
a pre-season friendly in 2010 just 
months before he fell ill. 

Hughes, who struck up a close 
friendship with Ovendale after 
playing alongside him at Dean 
Court in 1998-99, told the Daily 
Echo: “Mark was a very thoughtful 
and considerate man. 

“He was very much a team player 
and didn’t like being the centre of 
attention. He was selfless and a 
lovely guy. I will remember him for 
his quick wit. 

“We went to see him a couple of 
weeks ago and he was low on 
strength and tired because of his 
medication. We were there for 
three or four hours and almost 
every word was friendly banter. 

“The first thing he said to me 
when I arrived was “Hughesie, you 
need a shave, there is a razor over 
there!” 

“And, as we were about to leave, 
he started questioning Steiny on 
whether he should go out in public 


dressed as he was! 

“He would laugh at himself and 
make jokes about other people. He 
was always quick to give out stick. 
He was full of banter right up until 
the end. He was a good friend and I 
will miss him, we all will” 

Ovendale starred alongside 
Hughes and Stein as Cherries were 
pipped for a place in the Division 
Two play-offs on the final day of the 
1998-99 season. He was ever present 


during his first year at the club and 
kept 25 clean sheets in 58 league 
and cup appearances. 

Stein, who scored 25 goals during 
that memorable campaign under 
Mel Machin’s management, said: 
“Mark will be remembered as 
being a good goalkeeper who 
worked tirelessly to become a bet¬ 
ter one. 

“He was popular in the changing 
room but also had a dry sense of 


humour when he decided to open 
his mouth! What people didn’t see 
was that he had a heart of gold and 
would always put others before 
himself, which is rare. 

“I would like to send my condo¬ 
lences to all his family after he lost 
his determined battle to overcome 
his illness.” 

Ovendale leaves wife Rhianon 
and children Jacob, Evan, James 
and Maisy-Mai.

NON-LEAGUE REPORT 



EASTLEIGH - fielding six 
teenagers in their starting 
eleven - slipped to a 2-0 
home defeat by Bromley in 
the Blue Square Bet South 
this afternoon. 

It ended a promising three- 
match unbeaten run by Ian 
Baird’s new-look side. 

With Jamie Brown and 
Frankie Raymond suspended 
and Danny Smith injured, 
Eastleigh handed a debut to 
former Bristol Rovers left- 
back Mark Cooper, while ex- 
Portsmouth defender Billy 
Tsovolos made his home 
debut at right-back. 

Striker Jamie Slabber 
dropped into mid-field along¬ 
side on-loan Aldershot 
teenager Henrik Breimyr, and 
16-year-old Sam Wilson was 
handed his first start up front. 

After a tight start, the game 
finally opened up on ten min¬ 
utes when Jordace Holder- 
Spooner won a corner on the 
left. The ex-Saints youngster 


took it himself, delivering a 
tempting waist-high ball 
which skipper Tom Jordan 
stooped to head just wide. 

Eastleigh were playing all 
the early football but, with 
Bromley defending in num¬ 
bers, openings were hard to 
find. 

Breimyr found Jordan with 
a couple of throws from the 
right and, following another 
throw, this time on the left, 
Holder-Spooner delivered 
another decent cross, but 
there was no one there to cap¬ 
italise.

HE DOES not have happy memo¬ 
ries of The Rose Bowl, but that 
will change if Sachin Tendulkar 
makes his elusive 100th interna¬ 
tional hundred against England 
on Tuesday.

Probably the best batsman to play 
the game since Sir Don Bradman, 
Tendulkar, pictured above, may yet 
make his third Rose Bowl appear¬ 
ance when England play India in the 
second one-day international of the 
five-match series on Tuesday. 

That is, assuming the swollen toe 
that ruled him out of today’s series 
opener at Chester-le Street does not 
keep him sidelined. 

Tendulkar will see a surgeon in 
Southampton on Monday to try and 
reolve the problem. 

The capacity crowd due at The 
Rose Bowl the next day will be hop¬ 
ing he recovers in time for them to 
watch one of the all-time greats in 
action. 

Most will be hoping to see England 
win and Tendulkar make history by 
becoming the first batsman to reach 


a century of centuries in internation¬ 
al cricket. 

Since making 111 in India’s only 
defeat on the way to winning the 
World Cup, against South Africa in 
March, Tendulkar has been stuck on 
99. It was in hitting 120 during the 
thrilling World Cup tie against 
England in Bangalore a fortnight 
earlier that Tendulkar had regis¬ 
tered century number 98. 

And he looked like he was on his 
way to his historic landmark in the 
last Test of the summer at The Oval - 
before he was lbw to Tim Bresnan for 
91. 

Since his Nelson against the 
Proteas, it has been a case of the ner¬ 
vous nineties for him. Brian Lara 
once said: “Sachin is a genius, I am a 
mere mortal.” 

But Tendulkar’s failure during 


India’s humiliating whitewash 
against England showed he is falli¬ 
ble. 

It is surely only a matter of time 
before he gets his next century, but 
the weight of expectation has been 
noticeable this summer. 

With 51 Test hundreds and 48 ODI 
tons to his name, the spotlight on 
Tendulkar has been greater than 
ever. He is still hero worshipped in 
his home country more than any 
other player, despite concentrating 


his efforts on Tests and ODIs, forms 
of the game that come second and 
third behind Twenty20 in a land 
where the Indian Premier League is 
now king. 

I first saw Tendulkar bat 21 years 
ago, just a fortnight after he made 
the first of those 99 centuries, an 
unbeaten 119 at Old Trafford. 

To put Tendulkar’s longevity in 
context, that maiden international 
ton was scored against an England 
attack comprising of Devon 


Malcolm, Angus Fraser, Chris 
Lewis...and Eddie Hemmings. 

And when Tendulkar made his Test 
debut, Hampshire veteran Dominic 
Cork was yet to make his first-class 
debut. For the record, he was out to 
Neil Williams when I watched him 
for the first time as a 14-year-old in 
the stands at The Oval in August 
1990. You may not have heard of 
Williams. He was making his first 
and only Test appearance but had a 
wicket to treasure when Allan Lamb

ENGLAND and India will be all square when 
they play at The Rose Bowl on Tuesday, after 
rain forced the abandonment of the first one-day 
international at Chester-le-Street. 

World champions India were in control when 
the series opener was called off, writes Simon 
Walter. 

Opener Parthiv Patel hit a career-best 95 to help 
the tourists to 274 for seven, after which seamer 
Praveen Kumar prised out two quick wickets. 

But with England 27-2 after just 7.2 overs of 
their reply, the forecast rain finally arrived to 
send the players off at 3pm. 

Twenty overs of England's innings needed to be 
bowled for a result to be achieved, but a poor fore¬ 
cast and a lack of floodlights at the Riverside 
always meant that was unlikely. 

India raced through the first seven overs of 
England’s reply, during which they claimed the 
key wickets of openers Alastair Cook and Craig 
Kieswetter.

When I next saw Tendulkar at The Rose 
Bowl 12 years later, he was a fully-fledged 
superstar. Standing alongside him as he pre¬ 
pared to bat on a terror track, it was easy to 
see why he is called the ‘Little Master’. 

At 5ft 5in, Tendulkar is proof that the best 
batsmen are often vertically challenged. His 
low centre of gravity has helped him duck 
and swerve the world’s fastest bowlers over 
the last 22 years. 

Glenn McGrath, Curtly Ambrose, Wasim 


Akram, Allan Donald, Waqar Younis... 
Tendulkar has played against some of the 
best fast bowlers of all time. 

But when he first played at The Rose Bowl, 
a warm-up against Hampshire before India’s 
first Test of their 2002 tour, the wicket was so 
dangerous he refused to bat against an attack 
including part-time mediums pacers in Will 
Kendall and Lawrie Prittipaul! 

The Rose Bowl square was still a work in 
progress in its second season of first-class 
cricket (a week later, Hampshire were 
deducted eight points for a track on which a 


young James Anderson and Chris Tremlett 
wreaked havoc). 

John Crawley, having been recalled to the 
England side earlier in his first season with 
Hampshire, used a stomach bug as his excuse 
not to bat, following a curry the night before! 

India won that match by 66 runs but their 
batsmen were just glad to get away from the 
Rose Bowl with their digits in one piece. 

Tendulkar’s only other Rose Bowl appear¬ 
ance came five years later and was not an 
occasion to remember either, for the Indians 
at least. 

England won that ODI by 104 runs, but The 
Rose Bowl could yet be the ground 
Tendulkar remembers for being where he 
reached a remarkable personal milestone.

LYMINGT0N Town got their 
Sydenhams Premier band¬ 
wagon back on track at 
Bournemouth Poppies on 
Monday - thanks to a strik¬ 
er who, by rights, should not 
have been playing.

WITH two matches left 
to salvage their first 
division status, 

Hampshire have set up a 
fascinating last fort¬ 
night of the LV County 
Championship season. 

To quote Sir Alex 
Ferguson, it really is 
“squeaky bum time” at 
both ends of the 
Championship’s top flight. 

Hampshire’s stunning 
win against Somerset, 
which they completed by 
an innings and 61 runs on 
Saturday morning, means 
their remaining two match¬ 
es will help decide the title 
as well as their own des¬ 
tiny. 

Until last month’s win at 
Durham, Hampshire had 
looked certs to be relegated. 

But three successive away 
wins under Jimmy Adams, 
at Chester-le Street, 
Edgbaston and Taunton, 
have turned their season 
around in spectacular fash¬ 
ion. 

Cork was injured when 
Adams led Hampshire to 
victory at Durham, where a 
final-day run chase was set 
up after three days of rain, 
and has missed the last two 
following the death of his 
father. 

It is hard to see him miss¬ 
ing the chance to play 
against his former 


Lancashire teammates at 
Liverpool on Wednesday. 

But if he does, at least 
Adams has shown the cap¬ 
taincy is still in capable 
hands. 

Adams is the first man 
since Mark Nicholas 18 
years ago to lead the county 
to three successive away 
victories. 

While Cork has failed to 
lead Hampshire to a 
Championship win in his 
ten matches as captain, 
Adams’ record makes an 
interesting comparison. 

The former British 
Universities skipper has 
overseen three victories in 
only four games in charge 
and would have a 100 per 
cent record if 

Nottinghamshire had been 
beaten, as they could easily 
have been, at The Rose 
Bowl in July. 

Not so long ago, Adams 
said: “I don’t see myself as a 
natural leader of men.” 

It was a typically self- 
effacing comment from a 
man whose down-to-earth 
approach and commitment 
to his home county pro¬ 
vides a good example to all 
professional sportsmen. 

At the time he had only 
captained Hampshire in 
one Championship match, 
coincidentally at Taunton 
three years ago. 

Adams may think differ¬ 
ently now. Another couple

of years’ experience, with 
the England Lions and 
Auckland as well as 
Hampshire, together with 
his four games as captain 
this year should have given 
him the belief to lead a side 
made up largely of other 
homegrown talent. 

That is what will be the 
case if Hampshire go down. 
Last week, chairman Rod 
Bransgrove told the Daily 
Echo : “There’s a lot to do to 
stay in the first division of 
the County Championship, 
but I don’t regard being rel¬ 
egated as a train smash at 
the moment. 

“We’re going through a 


process of reconstruction as 
a club, we have a lot of very 
good young players and if 
they need to have a season 
in the second division we’ll 
take that on the chin and 
aim for immediate promo¬ 
tion.” 

Never mind the second 
division, Hampshire’s best 
local talent will have 
earned the right to play 
together in the top flight if 
they keep the county out of 
the bottom two. 

The left-arm duo of Chris 
Wood and James 
Tomlinson produced the 
goods in the wins at 
Warwickshire and 


Somerset. 

And Michael Bates was 
chosen ahead of Nic Pothas 
for a place in Hampshire’s 
Finals Day team before 
replacing him in the 
Championship side at 
Taunton. 

There is no reason for 
Hampshire to make more 
than one change to their 
winning formula at 
Liverpool. 

Danny Briggs is a natural 
replacement for Imran 
Tahir, who has played his 
last game for the county 
until at least 2013. 

But unforced changes to 
the rest of the 11 that has 


given Hampshire three 
wins and a first division 
lifeline would be counter¬ 
intuitive, even with Cork 
and Pothas available. 
Cork’s record for 
Hampshire at Aigburth is 
not great (five wickets at 
38). So why change a win¬ 
ning side? 

Having contributed a 
below-par 195 runs at 13 
since mid-May, there is a 
case for dropping Dawson 
down the order and restor¬ 
ing the Adams/Carberry 
opening partnership. 

But more than one per¬ 
sonnel change would be 
very harsh on someone.

Hampshire have 19 points 
to make up in their last two 
games. It will not be easy as 
they will almost certainly 
have to win both against 
sides with title aspirations 
in Lancashire and 
Warwickshire, who visit 
the Rose Bowl in the last 
week of the season. 

But the portents are good 
ahead of next week’s 
match, for Adams certain¬ 
ly. A double centurion at 
Taunton this week, he 
made an unbeaten 46 at 
Aigburth two years ago, 
when Hampshire beat a 
Lancashire side including 
Andrew Flintoff by ten 
wickets. 

And this time last year it 
was the scene of his ten- 
hour 194 - the longest 
Hampshire innings since 
records began. 

That was not enough to 
prevent a tense three-wick¬ 
et defeat, but next week 
Hampshire will be playing 
a Lancashire side under 
pressure following a ten- 
wicket thrashing at 
Worcestershire. 

That result has thrown 
the relegation dogfight 
wide open, as well as the 
title race. 

Sussex, who finish their 
campaign with two difficult 
away matches at 
Worcestershire and 

Nottinghamshire, will be 
dragged into trouble if they 
lose at New Road next 
week. 

Yorkshire look doomed. 
They finish their season 
next week and will have to 
beat Somerset at 

Headingley to give them¬ 
selves any chance.

James’s 
return is 
a boost 
for Hants 

JAMES Tomlinson admitted 
his frustration at being side¬ 
lined for most of the season 
after breathing new life into 
Hampshire’s survival bid. 
Tomlinson, pictured below, 
has inspired Hampshire to LV 
County Championship wins 
at Warwickshire and 
Somerset since returning to 
the side last month. 

With 13 wickets at just 18 
apiece, he has done as much 
as anyone to keep alive 
Hampshire’s hopes of retain¬ 
ing their first division status 
going into the last fortnight 
of the season.

HAMPSHIRE Under-17s will

GOSPORT Borough will be 
crowned Hampshire League 
champions at next month’s 
Rose Bowl presentation dinner, 
despite having failed to beat any 
of the other three dubs that 
were challenging for the County 
Division 1 title for most of the 
season. 

They won all bar two of their 14 
games but, significantly and per¬ 
haps fortuitously, had their start 
and end matches against 
Waterlooville and Locks Heath 
washed out, writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

Third-placed Langley Manor and 
Idlers beat them, both by emphatic 
margins. 

Relegated 12 months earlier, 
Gosport owed much to their young 
Australian import, Leeland Zeller, 
from Brisbane, who enjoyed a 
stand-out summer. 

The promising Wynnum Manly 
Grade club all-rounder made 712 
runs and captured 31 wickets. 

Lee Harrop, with 622 runs, and 
Craig Stares (488) gave the hard-to- 
replace 21-year old admirable sup¬ 
port. 

Borough finished seven points 
clear of Locks Heath - a situation 
that could have been entirely differ¬ 
ent had the winner-take-all final 
game of the season taken place. 

Locks Heath understandably felt 
short changed, having fielded the 
unwanted news last Saturday morn¬ 
ing that Gosport’s Privett Park pitch 
was unfit. 

“It was very disappointing, but to 
be fair one of our guys went down 
there and said how very wet the 


pitch was,” lamented skipper Jon 
Richardson. 

“We’d targeted and achieved a top 
two finish, but it would have been 
nice to have had a go at the title.” 

Having played in SPL3 last season, 
Gosport will presumably have the 
necessary accreditation in place to 
be re-promoted. 

But for Locks Heath - or Langley 
Manor, if the runners-up don’t get 
the green light - an 
anxious month¬ 
long wait lies ahead 
as the HCB’s inde¬ 
pendent accredita¬ 
tion team burns the 
midnight oil, 
inspecting grounds 
and assessing other 
criteria. 

Locks Heath 
share their council- 
owned Warsash 
Road recreation 
ground with the 
local Puma 

Engineering 
Hampshire 
Premier League 
soccer club, as a 
consequence of 
which half the cricket outfield often 
gets churned up and takes time to 
recover. 

“We spent a lot of money on the 
ground over the winter making the 
improvements they asked of us,” 
Richardson added. 

“Whether it is enough, we will 
have to wait and see. It will be 
another massive frustration if we 
don’t go up.” 

Langley Manor were newly pro¬ 
moted as County Division 2 champi¬ 
ons and, boosted by Graham Noble’s 


703 runs and 32 wickets, have 
enjoyed a thoroughly successful 
debut season. 

Their Knellers Road ground, little 
more than a six-hit off the A36, is 
compact and very pleasant - and the 
massive pride of veteran grounds¬ 
man Monty Green, who has been 
with the club ... well, for ever, it 
seems! 

Monty saw the Manor’s season end 
on a triumphant note 
with a low scoring 
three-wicket win at 
Shrewton, who were 
bowled out for 104, 
one-third of which 
were extras. 

A 93-run win at rele¬ 
gated Cadnam was too 
little too late for 
Waterlooville, who 
will spend the winter 
reflecting on what 
might have been hav¬ 
ing dipped out on 
promotion yet again. 

John Hudson (91) 
eased the Ville to 206 
before Sam Hillman 
(5-16) zipped Cadnam 
out for 113, of which 
Rich Way made 76. 

Relegation probably wasn’t unex¬ 
pected as Cadnam had lost half of 
last year’s promotion winning side 
and will probably now find them¬ 
selves under pressure to hang on to 
talented youngsters like Matt 
Hardy, whose 422 runs in a strug¬ 
gling side was a commendable 
effort. Expect Calmore Sports, OTs

Tim Powell scoring 67 but failing to 
improve his 31-wicket haul. 

Alton II, top at one stage, tailed off 
to finish sixth, but some useful 
youngsters are making progress at 
the Jubilee Ground, with Jon Dow, 
Tom Paul and Jack Penn names to 
note for the future. 

Howard Gadsby’s half-century 
helped Alton reach 178-8 against 
Lymington - the promising Simon 
Naylor took 5-44 - but the visitors’ 
crumbled to 112 all out. 

Bedhampton’s remarkable seven- 
match winning sequence ended at 
Ellingham, whose 31-run win 
secured County 1 safety. 

Ellingham began the final day in a 
relegation place, but soared five 
places in the log after scoring 205-8 
(Mark Burrett 45) and restricting 
Bedhampton to 174-7 (Dan Clark 38). 

The outcome certainly wasn’t the 
one Compton & Chandler’s Ford 
wanted to hear.
